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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of at least the reasons cited in the previous 
Office Actions. With respect to claims 1, 8, 12, 13, and 14, Applicant argues about the Examiner not providing suggestion or motivation 
either in the references or in the knowledge generally available to one skilled in the art. Examiner respectfully asserts that there is 
suggestion or motivation either in the references or in the knowledge generally available to one skilled in the art including citation from 
the references. As discussed in the Office Action, Onodera teaches storing random numbers in disks and supplying them to users 
(column 22, lines 20-26, lines 55-61 and discloses various ways of transmitting the random data including transmission from one 
computer to another. The only difference with the claimed invention is the saving of the random data as files and Aziz discloses 
transferring random numbers as files. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon 
improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based 
upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the 
claimed Invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is 
proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). With respect to claim 20, Applicant refers to one specific 
embodiment leaving at least 22 other embodiments to conclude that Onodera teaches away from the display of information using first 
and second windows. Onodera suggests any modifications and variations are possible (see rejection in final Office Action). In response 
to applicant's argument that 'Walker is incapable of combination with Onodera", the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ).. 
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
